treaty. 

“The Democratic national platform 
attempts to convey the impression,” 
Mr. Hoover said, “that no accomplish- 
Ment has been made by the Republican 
administration, in the advancement of 
world peace. 

“The arrival home of Secretary Kel- 
logg after the signing of his great treaty 
for the renunciation of war at once 
demonstrates that this is not the case. 
Secretary Kellogg has accomplished a 
magnificent step toward world peace 
by the renuncaition of recourse to war |

Vacation Trip of Orphans 


Thirty Children Startled as Companion Breaks Out on 
Train Bringing Them From Outing in New York 
State—Epidemic Danger Doubted. 


Thirty-one laughing children—all in- 
mates of the Washington City Orphan 
Asylum—frolicked yesterday morning 
on a train returning them from their 
summer vacation at Camp Gould, Sum- 
mit, N. Y., until they reached New- 
ark, N. J., and some one noticed that 
Dorothy Thrasher, 14 years old, was 
developing a rash. It was the measles. 

When the train reached Washington 
last night 30 grave-faced children hud- 
dled in one section of the car, looking 
suspiciously at one another, while Dor- 
othy was isolated in the other section 
under the care of Mrs. Louise Reamy, 
an instructor at the asylum. 

A physician was waiting to meet the 
train when it arrived here and he con- 
firmed the fact that Dorothy was suf- 
fering from the measles. A cursory 
examination failed to show whether any

Famous Adventuress Slain; 


Flier Found Dead With Her 


Countess Von Treuberg Dies in Berlin Under Circum- 
stances in Keeping Witlt Career, During Which Men 
. of Nobility Vied for Her Favors.

Berlin, Sept. 7.—Only the pen of Bal- 
zac could do justice to the strange 
vicissitudes of Elizabeth Countess 


Fischler von Treuberg, whose adven- 
turous life ended here in a tragedy 
quite in keeping with the fantastic 
melodrama that had characterized it 
throughout. 

Side by side With that of ‘her last 
admirer, a young flying officer of dis- 
tinction, Edgar Beese, the body of the 
faded beauty for whose favors Russian 
grand dukes vied with English lords 
and French financiers, was found last 
night in the modest apartment to 
which she had been reduced by the 
decline of her*fascinations. Evidently 
Beese had shot her and then committed 
suicide 

Born in 1870, the daughter of a 
humble tailor of Offenbach-on-the- 
Main, Elizabeth Uhl! was still in her 
teens when she became one of the most 
dazzling figures in the ballrooms and 
at the gambling tables of Nice and 
Monte Carlo. Her fame spread rapidly 
and soon there was no capital in 
Europe that had not heard of her 
beauty. .During her prime, wealth and 
jewels were poured out at her feet and 
as a woman of 30 she was reputed to 
have received from two of her admirers 
350,000 marks in the course of a single 
year. 

In 1911, to obtain a definite social 
position which she had always coyeted, 
she induced a noble, 
naval officer to share with her his 
name and title. The price which he 
was to receive was 25,000 marks,. but 
it was never paid and a few years later 
the union judicially was declared null. 


However, she continued to style her-4+ 


self a countess and the title was ot! 


but bankrupt |. 


great service to her when 
years made it necessary to yield her 
first rank in vanity fair to fisher 
graces and to employ her gifts and what 
remained of her charms as a money 
lender’s tout. But her chief standbys 
in this, her chief profession, were her 
quick wit and her social address and 
the assurance of her bearing. 

Ultimately the suicide of an officer 
who had succumbed to her wiles re- 
sulted in prosecution and she was 
sentenced to three years imprisonment. 
The trial showed that her mediation in 
arrangements of loans had been em- 
ployed even by members of ruling dy- 
nasties. After serving the sentence the 
countess sank even lower and in re- 
cent years she was understood to have 
earned a precarious livelihood by op- 
erating gambling dens. 
_ The motive of the tragedy which has 
put an end to her career is still a mys- 
tery. A month ago Beese shot, though 
not fatally, both the countess and a 
well-known sailor boxer who was liv- 
ing with her. He was arrested but as 
the circumstances of the affair were so 
ambiguous he was released. Recently, a 
real or pretended reconciliation took 
place between him and the countess 
and he returned to her apartment. 
There are reasons to believe that she 
had in her possession a document 
gravely compromising him and it is 
thought possible that he may have 
killed her and himself because she re- 
fused to surrender it. 

Beese’s death completes the extinc- 
tion of his entire family by suicide, his

Behind these will be 
the racers in the nonstop transconti- 
nental derby and the Windsor, On- 
tarlo, to Los Angeles flight.

Taking a _ leaf: out pro- 
cedure, measures have been 
for widening the participation of the Filipinos 
in their government. They constitute evidence 
of the statesmanship of Goy. Gen. Stimson, 
and will help to eliminate the discontent of the 
natives.

ALEXANDRIA’S OLD SCHOOL. 


{t is a large claim that is made by Charles 
H. Callahan that Alexandria possesses the 
‘‘most historic” school! structure still standing. 
He has been progging about the foundations 
of a decrepit structure that occupies space in 


the yard of the Washington School for Boys in. 


the city across the Potomac and has obtained 
permission from the city council to seek to 
confirm his conclusions by some necessary 
excavation. According to his belief, here is a 
structure still used as a school property that 
served that end in 1785, when it was Known 
as the Alexandria Academy, operating under 
a charter granted by the Virginia Legislature, 
George Washington being named in the act as 
one of the trustees. 

If this contention be proved, here is a 
school building still in service in which) in old 
times were to be found children of the illus- 
trious, including George Washington Parke 
Custis and later on such Southerners of future 
eminence as Robert E. Lee. 

To establish these claims would be to add 


to the historic interest of the city which is 


replete with colonial, continental and Civil 
But if the claim also includes 
the assertion that this is actually the oldest 
school structure standing in America the 
matter would doubtless have skeptical scrutiny. 
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education in the general region, has some in- 
teresting data which might contradict Mr. 
Callahan's claim. At any rate, it is for others 
to prove the earlier existence of some other 
school, and more difficult still to establish the 
fact that it has always been in school use. 

As for the illustrious names upon the school 
register, other old schools in Massachusetts 
might be willing to match records, even if the 
original edifices have passed out of existence 
or into other and base uses.

SEEING HOOVER BY RADIO. 


The Republican National Committee has 


laid plans for a Nation-wide television broad- 


cast of the speech to be delivered by Herbert | 


Hoover at Newark on September 17. Small 
receiving screens will be installed in several 
cities, probably San Francisco, Chicago and 
Washington, so that Mr. Hoover's friends in 
California as well as Mrs. Hoover in the living 
room of the Hoover home in 8S street will be 
able to see the Republican nominee on the 
platform and listen to his voice. 

This long-distance transmission of vision isa 
hint of what is to come in political campaigus 
in the future. The broadcast on September 17 
will be far from perfect, but it will mark the 
first actually useful application of the process 
that promises so much in the way of drawing 
the American people more closely together. 
Several days ago Officials of the General Elec- 
tric Co. announced that television had been 
advanced to the stage in which life-size images 
of the human head can be projected upon a 
screen. It seems not unlikely that four years 
from now presidential candidates will make 
use of television, not in the small way planned 
by the Republican committee for the Newark 
speech, but with perfect life-size reflection of 
Scenes and persons.

Times. For, as it happens, the collec- 
tion forms a direct link with Remm- 
brandt himself, since the original nuc- 
leus consisted of the pictures which 
Rembrandt executed for the family 92% 
his friend and patron Jan Six, who at 
the end of a long life was burgomaster 
of Amsterdam. Rembrandt painted 
him in the prime of life and at a crisis 
in his own affairs; and the portrait has 
always ranked as one of his very finest 
portraits, for he knew Jan Six inti- 
mately and was under great obligatious 
to him. Nor was it the only time that 
he studied his sitter’s features; his 
etching of Six standing at a window 
reading is of the highest merit. Six’s 
wife, moreover, was a daughter of an- 
other of Rembrandt’s best-known 
heroes, Dr. Nicholas Tulp, of the 
“Anatomy Lesson,” who by commuis- 
sioning him to paint that picture gave 
him one of his first opportunities to 
distinguish himself as an artist for 
civic purposes. She was herself painted 
by Rembrandt, as was Six’s mother in 
her later middle age. Though the last 
representative of the Six family, Prof. 
Six, who died last year, found the up-

It is not so wide- 
ly cited nor so generally Known as an 
example of squalid city life as is New 
York’s lower East Side which it faces— 
but social workers discovered several 
months ago, in the tenemant houses 
that line its ubbage-filled streets, the 
largest percentage of juvenile delin- 
quency in New York. 

Few of the families have bath tubs. 
The drab living quarters are heated 
with coal stoves. There is running 
water, but it is always cold. 

Into this, one of the worst of the 
city’s surviving slums, has gone now 
an allied group of we'’fare workers to 
minister to a “tough” and needy neigh- 
borhood. In a building reared by the 
Little Italy Neighborhood Association 
are housed half a dozen groups serving 
as many needs—doing settlement work, 
fostering clubs and camp activities, be- 
stowing charity where it is needed, 
fighting tuberculosis, bringing in nurses 
and establishing kindergartens and 
school classes among the streets where 
pushe-carts line the curbs, vending 
knick-knacks, clothes, fruit and vege- 
tables above gutters which stream with 
rags and garbage.
